Thr a>si'i-tion that "Considine had to call up- 
on the police to protect him and his prisoner until they 
started for New York," is without the slightest founda- 
tion. Tin- thought of violence or resistance \vas never 
dreamed of. The prisoner himself offered to return to 
Xew York with Officer Considine. and did return with- 
out requisition papers. The prisoner even went so far 
as to tell Probate .Judge Kobbins Hunter that lie did not 
wish to prosecute habeas corpus proceedings, upon which 
\\rit he had conic before that 
court. These proceed- 


ing were held al 9 o'clock Saturday morning and at 
Alagnotti's request were dismis.ved and he returned to 
Xew York at 1 :•">-"> that afternoon, with Officer Considine. 
and at the station the officer gave a final expression that 
lie had never been to a city before in wl/^ he had re- 
;eived such uniformly courteous treatment, not only by 
the police, but by the citizens whom he had met.

BRIDE AND GROOM WERE 


SACRIFICED TO WOLVES 


PURSUING WEDDING PARTY 


Vienna, Feb. 28.—One hundred and eighteen mem- 


bers of a wedding party of 120, including the bride and 
bridegroom were devoured by wolves while traveling 
by sleds from Obstipoff to Tashkend, in Asiatic Russia, 
a distance of twenty miles. 


Today's Zeit declares that two survivors reached 


Tashkend in a half crazed condition, after having at the 
last stages of the journey thrown the bride and bride- 
groom to the ravenous pack of wolves. 


These four occupied the same sledge. The survivors 


demanded that the husband abandon his wife, to lighten 
the sledge, but he refused. In their rage, the survivors 
threw both the husband and his wife from the sledge, 
tEus appeasing the t' iger of the wolves until the 
sledge reached the edge of Tashkend. 


The women and children of the party were the first 


to be thrown to the wolves. It is said the party started 
from Obstipoff in thirty two-horse sledges and that a few 
miles out, hundreds of hungry wolves attacked them. 
The men shot many of the maddened animals, but could 
not check their pursuit. Then it was that the men in 
the party began sacrificing the women and children. 


The wolves were so numerous and ravenous that 


even when a horse was pulled down it checked the pack 
for only a few seconds.

the governor would indicate by his 
selection a friendly spirit in tfcat di- 
rection. -\or is it believed that for- 
mer Senator Alfred >I. Cohen of Cia- 
jcinnati is under serious consideration.

N the "Hall of Fame for Women," u the one hundred or more 
stained glass windows to the memory of good women in the 
new cathedral at Liverpool have been called, is one to Margaret 
Godolphin and all women who have kept themselves unspotted 


in a corrupt world. 


Few, perhaps, have heard of the name of Margaret Godolphin, 


and many an American tourist as he stands and admires this beauti- 
ful window will wonder what it was *Mt she did that she should 
be thus remembered. Yet part of the heritage of purity that is ours 
today results, no doubt, from the courageous stand this little lady 
took three hundred and more years ago in the dissolute days of Charles 
the Second of England. 


For it was a courageous stand. How many women would take 


it today, if surrounded as she was by pleasure and wealth and all 
tbe allurements of a life of frivolity and ease? She was brought up, 
one might say, close to royalty. She knew and was part of the fash- 
ionable and luxurious life of her **™>s, for she was popular and beauti- 
ful. 
She was no wall-flower. It was not a ease of sour grapes when 


she turned from it- She was maid of honor to the Duchess of York, 
and later maid of honor to the queen. And after she had retired 
from court life, so popular was she that she was sent for and finally 
induced to return, for a brief while thaf she might take the leading 
part in a play that was to be given by the court. She was cast for 
the principal character, and, the old chroniclers say, was covered with 
jewels and won great admiration. Without doubt she was a belle. 


But she cared little for all this. 
She had a heart and mind 


above it. She retired from court to live at Hereford under the direc- 
tion of a spiritual father. Among her friends was Evelyn, the writer. 
In fact, the two made a pact in writing of inviolable friendship, and 
Evelyn tells of her beauty, talents, deep religious convictions, nobility 
of character and purity of Ufa. And all this, mind you, in the reck- 
less days of the Restoration in England, when Charles the Second 
was giving the court of England a name tor profligacy unequalled be- 
fore or since. 


Can't you picture her? 
Young; beautiful, popular, yet with so 


pure a heart and so big a brain that the idleness and frivolity of 
those about her simply disgusted her. 
She was too fine to pass her 


life this way, yet so pre-eminently kind and tactful was she, that she 
both kept her friends and won respect from all, even though she stood 
apart and refused to live tbe idle, useless life of those about her. 


She may not have been conscious that she was doing anything 


for the cause of purity in the ages to come. She undoubtedly was not 
thinking of the future. 
She was simply doing what she considered 


right from day to day. But such effort is never lost. Today, in the 
recognition given her life, right living gains a hundredfold impetus. 
And no one win gaze at that window and think of Margaret Godolphin 
and her life without receiving fresh inspiration and courage to stand 
by their ideals, no matter how adverse the conditions all about may 
be. And every fraction of weight thrown on the side of good helps 
to make this old world better.
